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Qur Greatest Danger.

The national banks constitute, by far,
the most powerful financial orgunizgation
that ever had an existence in this coun-
try., The celebrated national bank of
Jackson's time, al the head of which
was Nicholus Biddle, was hat a pigmy
compared with this organization. Bid:
dle’s bank, in it time, wasthought 10
be a pretty strong cuncern; in fact, it
gave Geoeral Jackson arather lively
mesel to get the better of it, but that
was a single institution, locited in the
good old Quaker city of Philadelphia,
whereas the present national bank or-
ganisstion numbers some 3800 separate
institutions, scattered throoghout the
leogth and breadth of every state and
territory of the Union, and is infinitely
more [ar-reaching in its influence,

With headguarters in New York these
banks can reach out in any direction and
make themaelves felt everywhere. Their
sssociation for political parposes is said
1o be complete, and they operate through
the American Bankers' ussociation. They
owe their existence to national legisla-
tion and are essentially the pets, as well
a8 the creatures, of the government. In
all matters relating to pablic finance
they act 10 harmony, and, itis nresnmed,
ander instroctions emanating from Wash-
ington, though promulgated from Wall
street. The treasury department, under
whatever administration, is sabject to
their beck and call, and tha republic is
bumiliated by the [reqient visits of the
secretary of the treasury to Wall street
for instructions in finance.

We read in the news items of the New
York Prees of March 31st, jost past, that
“Mr, Carhsle secinded himsell for the
rest of the evening. He spent the most
of yesterday in & bank parlor down town,
His business here 18 intended 1o give ns-
surance that the presideat will make

00 concessions o the free ailver
“.”

Congress, likewise, whether Democrat-
fc or Republican, yields implicit obedi-
ence tothe demands of these banks.
Children at school are not more regard-
ful of thhe master’s orders than are s ma-
jority of the members of either house of
the natiunal legislature to the behests of
the banking power. Presidenta arenom-
ineted and elected by them, and cabinets
formed under their dictation. To secare
concert of action on pablic and political
questions, “‘sirictly private” circulars
are issaed trom time ) time, a8 ccoasion
seems to require, and the entire 3300 ee-
tablishmentas act as one.

The national banks belong to no polir
ieal party, both parties, when in, belong
soul, body and breeches, to them. Ther
sway in all public finencial matters is
practically sheolute. They constitute the
one great power in the land. They can
enforce legisl ion or prevent it, at will.
Of course their end and aim s money
making ; for that ohject alone they exist,
and for that is their power always exerted.
No higher or other aim 1n this world is
known to them ; but all this, so far as the
individual banker ia concerned, is legiti-
mate as the world goes. The fauuit is in
creating such a power by law. In that
lies the wrong and the danger.

The word money-making is here used
10 the sense of money-getting. The hanks
create no wealth, nor do they add valoe to
products. Their business is dealing in
values created by others, and their aim is
always the absorption of wealth already
eveated. The anccessiul money-changer
i the one who excels, not in sowing the
seeds of wealth, but in gathering the har-
vest, And yet he banker has his uses.

He is of advantage to the community
when he 8o directs the means under his
control as to encourage enterprise and
promote industry ; but quite the contrary
when his energies are directed to politi-
cal ends and to the gathering of wealth
throngh the agency of government.—Los
Angeles Herald.

I have no right to deseribe the
apparatos, bt the force produced in an
incredibly hrief interval of time by means
of a fiddle bow was so enormous that
there seemed to be no way of measuring
it, und the chief dfliculty in the way of
practical nppheation lay in the regola
tion of this force, which, if directed full
upon 4 human being, the inventor be
lieved, would instantly vaporize his body,
A ningle drop ot water confined in & hol-
low stoll tube was resolved by s small
fraction of this possible energy into a
moter capable of running an engine, if
properly apphed.

I: is well known to all scientific men
that a cabic foot of atmospheric air con-
tains latent (if one might use the term),
or in suspension, force enough to kill »
regiment.  Musical vibration seems to
set {ree a portion o! this energy, and its
resources are infinite. I once they can
be regolated it will be the _simplest and
most inexpensive way of doing all man-
ual work, for it will require no heat.

The young man who thought out this
wonderful series of apparatas is sell-
made, not having had great advantages
of edncation; but for pure geniua, I
think, whether as a practical inventor or
a8 & theoretical experimentor, he will
take high runk among the great of the
world.

The last Congress,
which was in session an entire week in
Los Angeles, Octover, 1803, appuinted
commissioners in every Western State
and Territory, whose daty it is to prepare
& report to be submitted to the coming
congress covering all the [eatures of
special interest in esch state wnd terri
tory of the urid west. These reports will
show the amount of arid and semi-aril
wnd ; the amount of land now irrigsted,
and the ucreage believed to be Irrigable ;
the sources of water supply, developed
aud possitile of development ; the cost of
procuring, storing, and delivering water
on lands; state legislation, in force and
needed ; National legislation as to the
| disposition of arid lands and government
control of water sources; and such other
points as may soggest themselves to
each commissioner as being pertinent to
their own state.

An Interesting account of how birds
treat wounda by surgical methods was
recently presented by the Physicul Bo-
ciety of Geneva by M. Fatio. In this it
was stated that the snipe bad been ob-
served to apply a dreseing of feathers
to wounds, and even to bandage a broken
leg. Any creature with legs as long and
brittle an & snipe’s ought really to know
how to take care of them. A cate re-
corded of a snipe, both of whoee legs had
been broken by a misdirected shot, is the
most interesting example of snipe sur-
wery. The poor creature contrived to ap-
ply dressings of feathers and a sort of
splint to both limbs, but unfortunately,
in doing so its beak got wound fast with
feathers, and as it could not vse its
claws 1o get rid ol them and open ite
mouth, it was nearly dead from hunger
when it was found In another case a
snipe that flew away with a broken leg
was aflterward found to have forced the
fragments into a parallel position, and
secnred them by a ligature ol a kind of
flit-leaved grana wound around the limb
spirally, and fixed by a glue-like sab-
stance —West American Beientist.
